and Protection. Made of Ohio steel and 
California Tin. 
Piqua, 1891." 


The composition of the medal is wrought- 


iron plate of rather an Inferior grade, cov- 
ered with a very thin coating of tin and lead 
alloy, in which the lead largely predomin- 
ates. There is certainly no steel in its com- 
position, and we doubt
